Peter Ullrich's Store In Flames— 


The Block Saved By tie Obur- 


ageous Firemen. 


Need of Another Chemical Engine. 


A serious fire which at one time threat- 


ened the destruction of one ot the prin- 
cipal business blocks in the city was dis- 
covered between 12 and 1 o'clock Issi 
night, at the rear of the second floor of 
Peter Ullrich's grocery store, No. 144 
East Main strceet. It waa first seen b» 
Officer Bailey and Mr. Woodbridge, the 
night watchman, who saw smoke coming 
from the rear of the building. 
The 


alarm was sent instantly by telephone to 
the department, and the apparatus ap- 
peared on the scene immediately ready 
for work. The hose wagon team failed 
to get water from the plug at Linn & 
Scruggs' corner, and aome valuable time 
was lost in shifting tho hose and getting 
water from the plug at Cheap Charley's 
corner. Tbe hose team got into the store 
from the front, breaking the glass in the 
door. The Chemical engine made a dasn 
north through Merchant street alley, and 
thus reached the rear of the store. At 
this time there was no hook and ladder ap- 
paratus at the fire, and as tho fire was on 
the second door the men wero working at 
a disadvantage, being forced to climb the 
inside stairway and push their way into 
the room tilled with stilling smoke aud 
lurid llamos. Chief Wayne was on hand 
and led the boys in the battle, personally 
directing the use of the Chemical hose 
with good effect. Later the book and 
ladder truck arrived, when the rooms 
were reached through the windows. 


The (ire started in the northwest cor- 


ner, at the rear of the second lloor, among 
n lot of mops, brooms nnd boxes, nnd 
close by was the open hatchway of tte 
rope elevator. The llames had got n 
good start, aud they communicated with 
everything combustible, pieces ot the 
mbors falling down to the lirst lloor, 
close to the books aud papers and other 
nilninmable material. Above the wood 
work of tho windows, the ceiling, innu 
merable boxes nnd the stairway leading 
:o the third lloor were in ilames. 


At firfit Chief Wayne could use only 


he Chemical engine because of trouble 
with the broken Dre plug. While the 
aoBcnjou wero making the change the 
wo 80 gallon tanks of the Chemical were 
exhausted, just at n time when it seemed 
he Chemical alone could have put out 
he tire; tot luck ot water with which to 
recharge tuo chemical time was lost, and 
he lire got fresh headway, reaching the 
bird tloor. When water was secured the 
t reams wore turned on the fire, and at 
ntervals the Cheruical tacks were re- 
hnrged nnd put in shape for service. 
Then the buttle was renewed. 
It looked 


is if the entire block was doomed, aud 
hero, was grent excitement among the 
Kindreds of people who stood about the 
treet and in the alley. Chief Wayne was 
letormiued to save the block, and by 
irging bis sevon brave men into the 
ooms through the stilling smoke nnd 
nritig llamee, |^e got tho water in the 
igbt place nnd soon the danger was 
ast, and the firemen were victorious. It 
vas a battle nobly fought, and a great 
nd sweeping

was averted,

Tho London 


newspapers, in the morning and tho 
overling, lush flicm-ulve.-j into a fury, 
over the shortcomings of Knglisb Min- 
isters in every quarter of the globe. 
Thousands and scores of thousands of 
.Englishmen throughout tho country 
read those diatribes and invectives, for 
the most p.irt admirably written, with 
warm approval. 
But nothing comes 


of them. The public DO more ;binks 
of acting in accordance with their pre- 
cepts than it does of taking as its rule 
of life the high-llowu sentiments in the 
drama which it has just been appland- 
jng. Journalism stimulates tho people 
only in theory. Tho leading articles, 
though the assertion may seem a con- 
tradiction in tui-jiH, arc absolutely inef- 
fective, because they arc so elVeclivc. 
The average Briton, after bavin; read 
one of them, acts precisely a.s (he pious 
church-goer does who has listened to a 
.-.ermon which bus kindled within his 
bosom a glow of emotion.

goer and newspaper reader aliko do 
their duty. Sermon and arriclo equally 
discharge the funrlion of a .safety \alve. 
The press interprets what it declares to 
be. the deliberate conviction of the Na- 
tion, and the Nation,with the comment 
"Quite so!" £00- H- way. — .NV'.'V'v in 
Londjn, (i>j a i''on<iL'<- li^^uletii.
